Washington, April 17.— The gov­ 
ernment o f the 
United 
S ta te s will 
deal firmly 
with 
all 
plotters and 
others who a re found guilty o f tre a s­ 
onable acts, according to a proclam ­ 
ation issued 
by 
President Wilson. 
It is stated that the United S tate s is 
in a much different position since it 
has declared w ar than it w as a s a 
neutral power and that 
it will act 
with a firm 
hand 
in 
all c a s e s o f 
treason or disloyalty. 
The proclamation 
defines treason 
and includes the following law : 
The President’s proclam ation fol- 
o w s: 
“ W hereas, AH per."ons in the Uni- 
ted States, citizens a s well a s aliens, 
hould be informed o f the penalties 
which they will incur fo r any failure 
to bear true allegiance to the Lnited 
S t a t e s ; 
“ Now. therefore. I, Woodrow Wil- 
so,n President of the Lnited States, 
lereby issue 
thi» 
proclamation to 
all o p e c iu l attention to the follow­ 
ing provisions o f the constitution and 
th(. law» o f the Lnited S t a t e s : 
“ See. 3 o f Art. 3 o f the eon>titu- 
tion 
provides, 
in p a r t : 
‘Treason 
ignin-f the Lnited State> ."hall con- 
i"t 
only in 
levying war 
againM 
them, or in adhering to their enemic". 
giving them aid and com fort.’ 
“ The criminal code of the United

through general media, and you can 
pick the 1,000 people you wish to 
reach.

ber of potato men of Van Ruren coun­ 
ty . Michigan, grew approx imately 200 
bushels to the acre by pay ing attention 
to the above factors 
while the state 
average was less than one-half this. 
A rich well-drained sandy loam, well 
supplied with humus and properly bal­ 
anced plantfood, is 
the best potato 
soil. 
However, if is possible to grow 
profitable crops of potatoes on heavier 
soils if they are first brought to a high 
stage of fertility and are made friable 
by the use of organic matter. 
Sinct 
this cannot L»e done this y ear growers 
must make the best use possible of 
rotted m anure supplemented by fer­ 
tilizers. 
» Intensive methods m ake it possible 
to grow 
crops y ielding from 250 to 
400 bushels per acre and to decrease 
ihe cost of raising each bushel. 
The 
big ex pense in potato-growing comes 
Jn the preparation of the land and the 
attention given the crop throughout 
the season. 
It costs no more to pre­ 
pare ground, cultivate, and spray a 
300-bushel crop than it does a 150- 
bushel crop. 
H arvesting will

Y.ore, but the big overhead ex penses j 
ere practically the same.

with a w heat drill before planting, or 
applied with a lime and fertilizer dis­ 
tributor and well mix ed with the soil. 
This distributes the plantfood through­ 
out the soil where the tiny potato roots 
may find it enrly in their growth.

distribution of fertilizer between the 
s (» f potatoes does not tend to 
spread the growing tubers, but tends 
to provide a better distribution of food 
for the growing plants. 
All seed potatoes planted this y ear 
should be treated w ’.'h formalin or 
eorrosive sublimate to free them from 
disease.

unless it is used on a muck soil where 
from six to ten per cent potash should 
he used when it can he purchased. If the 
fertilizer is to he used on a sandy soil, 
it should have at least two to three 
per 
cent ammonia, eight to ten per cent 
phosphoric acid, and two to four per 
cent potash. 
For corn on a clay soil, 
especially if there has been some live 
stock m anure applied, two per cent 
ammonia may he adequate along with 
ten to twelve per cent phosphoric acid 
and not over one or two per cent pot­ 
ash. 
The best results are now being ob 
tained from the use of from 400 to 000 
pounds of fertilizer to the acre on corn. 
The best way to apply the fertilizer is 
to put on about TOO pounds to the acre 
with the fertilizer attachm ent of the 
corn planter when planting the corn, 
and all amounts above this through the 
fertilizer attachm ent of the grain drill 
or a low-down lime and fertilizer dis­ 
tributor before the corn is planted.

The wider the leaf and the more leaves 
on the plant the greater the stomach 
or digestive surface consequently the 
more plantfood that can he digested. 
One reason so many farm ers get small 
crops is that they do not have enough 
leaf surface to digest plantfood. 
I’ctcr J. Lux , the champion corn- 
grower of Indiana, was well aw are of 
this im portant fact when he selected 
his corn not alone for the ear but for 
a wide leaf to digest more plantfo<>4. 
As a result of this fact he won many 
premiums and medals on his corn, in­ 
cluding a $500 prize at Whitevllle, Mo. 
In selecting any seed, care should he 
ex ercised to se e that its different char­ 
acteristics suit it to the particular re­ 
gion where y ou want to grow it. 
Then 
see that the soils is well supplied with 
humus and plantfood by adding both 
m anure and fertilizers§ The larger the 
leaf or stoma ch of the plant the larger 
the qua ntity of plantfood tha t can be 
digested if it is at hand consequently 
the larger and better the crop tha t can 
| be grown. 
This is efficiency and ef­ 
ficiency is wha t we as fa rmers should 
ever keep before us this year.

pecially if the ground is not ideally 
rich potato land. 
The potato takes up a fairly large 
amount 
of 
nitrogen, 
a 
moderate 
amount of phosphoric acid and a large 
supply of potash; hence, a fertilizer 
supply ing 5 to 5 per cent ammonia, 
f> to 8 per cent phosphoric acid and 
under normal conditions 5 to S per­ 
cent potash is about right for loam 
soils. 
On sandy soils use more am ­ 
monia. on clay use more phosphoric 
acid and less potash, and on muck use 
1 per cent of ammonia, 10 to 12 per 
cent phosphoric acid, and S to 10 per 
cent potash when the latter can be 
obtained. 
If'y ou cannot get all the 
potash recommended or desired in the 
fertilizers this y ear use it any way as 
good results have been secured where 
a low analy sis of potash was used. 
Methods of Application. 
At least one-half of the ammonia 
of the complete fertilizer used should 
be in quickly available form in order 
to give the y oung potatoes an early , 
vigorous start. 
The other half should 
be in more slowly available form so 
as to furnish a continuous supply as 
it is needed by the growing erop. The

Organic M atter.—Well decay ed or­ 
ganic m atter improves the tilth of all 
soils. 
It increases the water-holding 
capacity a s one ton of organic matter 
will hold from eight to ten tons of 
water. 
This, like drainage, provides 
a steady source of w ater which aids 
In maintaining a uuiform supply of 
available plantfood for the crop dur­ 
ing dry w eather just when it is most 
needed. 
Organic m atter furnishes a 
home and food for the bacteria that 
aids in liberating plantfood. 
It also 
absorbs and holds all available and 
soluble plantfood until used by the 
growing crop. 
Proper Applica tion.— Plants absorb 
their food through the root hairs which 
are on tlie- sm allest roots. 
As the m a­ 
jority (ff these roots are in the sec­ 
ond to fourth inches of soil, the plant­ 
food should be placed there. 
Some 
apply fertilizer on top of the soil, but 
fail to work it In. 
This is wrong, 
oth ers plow it under which places it 
too deep. 
Fertilizers should be placed 
in that portion of the soil where larg- 


not plump or the stalk s weak more 
potash should he supplied in the fer­ 
tilizers when available. 
High analy ses 
or high-grade fertilizers are the cheap­ 
est in the end to use a s the plantfood 
can he purchased cheaper in high- 
grade th an in low-grade goods. 
Amounts. —Feeding 
crops 
is 
like 
feeding work horses or dairy cows. 
The well and correctly fed ones are 
the most profitable w hether animals or 
crops. 
As a rule the first application 
of fertilizer should be heavier than 
latter applications as there is usually 
a hunger of the soil th a t must In* sat­ 
isfied before best results can be se­ 
cured by the crop. 
As a rule 300 to 
400 pounds 
to the acre of a properly 
balanced and well suited fertilizer is 
more profitable than a sm aller amount, 
especially for the first application.—

HOW TO IDENTIFY CHICKENS 


Where 
Fowls 
in 
Neighborhood 
Are 
Much Alike It Is Excellent Plan 
to Paint or Dye Them. 


Neighbo rs living clo se to each o ther 
gro w chickens which are very much 
alike. Often each party thinks the o th­ 
er is in po ssessio n o f so me o f his birds 
and tro uble begins. 
In o rder to avo id 
this, o ne neighbo r will get so me black 
chickens 
because 
bis 
neighbo r 
bus 
white o nes. 
1. Hens in adjo ining yards, if they 
get thro ugh the fence, o ften make 
their ho me in the new* quarters. 
2. Different varieties In adjo ining 
breeding yards are in great danger o f 
beco ming mixed. 
3. All birds in any co mmunity which 
are apt to range to gether sho uld be 
o ne variety pro perly branded. 
A go o d grade o f dye o r paint is the 
best metho d o f marking the birds to 
be detected at sight, different peo ple 
using different co lo rs. If all are gro w­ 
ing white birds, o ne perso n can use 
red o n his birds, ano ther blue, ano ther 
green, etc., placing the co lo r o n the 
wings and tail 
so they can be seen at 
a distance. 
This gives quick identifi­ 
catio n o f the birds, and in additio n to 
helping 
neighbo rs to identify their 
o wn birds, will help co ntro l who lesale 
chicken thieves, because o f this identi­ 
ficatio n.
